The  New  Hampshire  Annual  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church 
commenced  its  thirty-fourth  Annual  Session  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  April  8, 
1863.

Conference, 
to  be  paid  quarterly  for  his  benefit. 

Rev.  Dr.  Durbin,  of  New  York,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Hanaford  and  Ingalls  of  the  N.  E.  Confer- 
ence, were  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

H.  H.  Hartwell  presented  the  following  resolution :  — 

Resolved,  That  we  will  do  our  best  to  raise  the  sum  of  $800  for  the  Con- 
ference claimants  the  coming  Conference  year.  And  this  amount  to  be  ap- 
portioned to  the  several  appointments  by  the  Presiding  Elders,  and  the  said 
apportionment  to  be  published  in  the  Minutes. 

The  Committee  on  the  case  of  W.  F.  Evans  presented  a  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

2  p.  M.  The  candidates  for  admission  into  full  connection  related  their 
experience  and  call  to  the  ministry. 

7^  p.  M.  The  Anniversary  of  the  Missionary  Society  Avas  held  in  the  Town 
Ilall.    Addresses  were  made  by  J.  M.  Buckley  and  Dr.  Durbin. 
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Sunday,  April  12. 
9  A.  M.    Conference  Love  Feast  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall. 
lOi  A.  M.    Bishop  Baker  preached  and  ordained  the  Deacons. 
2  p.  M.    Dr.  Durbin  preached,  and  the  ordination  of  the  Elders  followed. 
7J  p.  M.    J.  M.  Buckley  preached,  in  the  Town  Hall.

N.  H.  Conference  Seminary  and  Female  College  proceed  to  erect  the  con- 
templated buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Institution,  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
means  can  be  obtained,  and  the  changes  in  the  charter  secured. 

After  the  Memoir  of  Brother  Mason  was  read,  the  Bishop  made  some  ap- 
propriate remarks  on  the  death  of  the  deceased,  and  the  Conference  united 
in  singing  the  957th  Hymn. 

Resolutions  were  passed,  thanking  the  people  of  Haverhill  for  their  kind 
entertainment  of  the  Conference,  and  to  the  several  railroad  companies  who 
favored  it  by  a  reduction  of  fare.

HEPORTS    OF  COMMITTEES. 

EDUCATION. 

That  our  educational  interests  are  of  vast  importance,  and  in  many- 
respects  paramount  to  all  others,  is  evident,  when  Ave  duly  consider  the  power 
of  knowledge,  the  influence  of  cultivated  mind,  the  inestimable  value  to  the 
world  of  sound  moral  culture  and  general  Christian  intelligence.  The  well- 
disciplined  intellect,  when  combined  with  a  sanctified  heart,  possesses,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  a  mighty  potency  for  good.  Truth  is  disseminated,  error  is 
exposed,  and  the  principles  of  our  holy  religion  established  in  the  hearts  of 
men.  The  age  calls  for  intelligent  piety.  Infidelity,  falsehood  and  irreligion 
threaten  to  engulf  the  land.  Our  sons  and  daughters  must  be  educated  — 
religiously  and  thoroughly  educated. 

Our  fathers  and  the  pioneers  of  our  denomination  have  not  been  unmind- 
ful of  the  claims  of  education  —  the  importance  of  true  literary,  moral  and 
religious  training.  They  have  founded  schools  and  colleges.  They  have  laid 
the  foundation,  broad  and  deep,  on  which  we  may  rear  the  grand  super- 
structure. Let  us  not  forget  that  learning  without  piety  may  not  prove  a 
blessing,  but  a  curse.  There  must  be  moral  regeneration  —  the  development 
of  the  religious  nature.  We  would  acknowledge  our  humble  and  devout 
gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  spirit  of  revival  and 
true  holiness  that  has  so  graciously  pervaded  our  institutions  of  learning. 
Scarcely  a  term  passes  without  souls  being  converted  to  God,  and  seasons  of 
refreshing  from  his  holy  presence  richly  enjoyed. 

As  to  the  literary  merits  of  our  schools,  the  standard  is  high ;  and  for  the 
most  part  noble  and  vigorous  efforts  are  made  to  bring  our  schools  up  to  the 
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standard,  and  keep  them  there.  Our  seminaries  of  learning  should  be  looked 
after.  The  visitors  appointed  should  faithfully  and  conscientiously  attend 
to  the  duties  assigned  to  them ;  —  see  to  it  that  the  instruction  given  be 
thorough,  systematic,  fundamental  and  prompt,  that  habits  of  patient, 
earnest,  critical  research  be  formed  on  the  part  of  the  student.  Anything 
that  is  worth  doing  at  all,  is  worth  doing  ivell.  Recitations  conducted  in  a 
hstless,  slovenly  and  superficial  manner,  are  but  a  fruitful  waste  of  time.  If 
our  schools  are  not  in  all  respects  what  they  ought  to  be,  then  make  them 
what  they  ought  to  be.  There  is  money  enough  in  the  church  to  furnish 
the  necessary  funds  to  support  honorably  our  institutions,  and  it  will  be 
forthcoming  when  their  claims  are  properly  presented  to  our  people. 

The  Report  of  the  Wesleyan  University  to  this  Conference  shows  that 
it  is  enjoying  its  usual  prosperity.  It  is  well  and  nobly  represented  by  the 
large  number  of  its  alumni  and  students  who  have  entered  the  army  as 
officers,  chaplains,  or  soldiers.  The  number  of  the  students  is  one  hundred 
and  fitly.  Of  these  114  are  professedly  pious,  and  thirty-five  are  licensed 
preachers,  several  of  whom  are  intending  to  devote  themselves  to  the  mis- 
sionary work.  There  is  good  evidence,  both  from  its  annual  exhibit  before 
us  and  from  other  sources,  that  the  present  administration  and  discipline  in 
this  Institution  are  worthy  of  our  full  confidence.  Our  Institutions  already 
existing,  if  properly  endowed,  are  amply  sufficient  to  meet  all  our  educational 
wants. 

The  Biblical  Institute,  now  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  its  existence,  is 
bravely  and  successfully  holding  on  in  its  high  and  holy  mission  in  the  church  of 
Christ.  This  "  school  of  the  prophets,"  in  view  of  the  peculiar  state  of  the 
country,  may  be  reported  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The  number  of  students 
during  the  past  year  has  been  fifty-three.  The  God  of  our  fathers  has  been 
with  the  brethren  there,  blessing  them  in  their  studies  and  in  their  Sabbath 
labors.  Additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library  by  its  noble  and  generous 
friends.  It  would  seem  that  if  collections  were  taken  in  all  the  appointments, 
as  ordered  by  the  patronizing  Conferences,  the  debt  hanging  upon  the 
treasury  for  some  years  past  would  be  speedily  liquidated. 

The  New  England  Education  Society  has  important  claims  upon  us. 
Many  pious  young  men  —  called  of  God  to  the  office  and  work  of  the 
ministry — are  struggling  against  poverty  to  receive  those  attainments  which, 
by  the  blessing  of  God,  will  make  them  workmen  that  need  not  be  ashamed. 
They  need,  and  they  should  have,  pecuniary  assistance. 

The  plan  adopted  by  its  Board  of  Managers  for  raising  the  sum  of  $2,000, 
by  dividing  it  among  the  Conferences,  meets  our  approval.  It  appears  that, 
in  addition  to  the  five  beneficiaries  now  receiving  its  aid,  there  are  from 
thirty  to  forty  young  men  in  our  schools,  fitting  for  the  ministry,  who  equally 
deserve  assistance.  Much  is  expected  of  our  young  men.  The  standard  of 
pulpit  and  ministerial  (iualifications  is  high,  and,  from  the  great  amount  of 
labor  devolving  upon  them  after  entering  upon  their  calling,  it  is  evident 
they  must  receive  a  good  and  thorough  preparation.

BIBLICAL  INSTITUTE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  circular  relating  to  the  procuring 
of  funds  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for  the  Bibhcal  Institute  and 
adequately  endowing  the  same,  present  the  following  report :  — 

Whereas  the  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  General  Biblical  Institute,  in  their 
last  annual  meeting,  unanimously  adopted  the  following  resolution,  to  wit  — 

Resolved.,  That  in  view  of  the  approaching  Centennial  celebration  of 
American  Methodism,  we  recommend  as  a  thank-offering  to  Almighty  God  on 
that  occasion,  the  raising  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  procure  suitable  buildings  for 
the  Methodist  General  Biblical  Institute,  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
at  least  for  its  adequate  endowment,  and 

Whereas^  a  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  said  Trustees  to  suggest  to  the 
patronizing  Conferences  a  plan  for  the  raising  of  these  sums,  which  plan  the 
said  Committee  have  presented  in  the  following  resolutions  for  our  adoption, 
and 

Whereas,  in  our  opinion  the  time  has  fully  come  when  the  church  should 
have  'a  school  for  the  training  of  our  ministry  adapted  in  all  respects  to  her  * 
position  and  enterprise,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Annual  Confer- 
ence, cordially  approve  of  the  recommendation  in  the  foregoing  resolution, 
and  will  heartily  cooperate  with  the  other  Conferences  patronizing  the  Insti- 
tution in  such  measures  for  securing  the  objects  named  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  better  to  secure  harmony  and  efficiency  of  action, 
we  will  appoint  a  committee  of  three  ministers  and  three  laymen,  who,  in 
conjunction  with  similar  committees  that  may  be  appointed  by  the  other  pat- 
ronizing Conferences,  shall  be  authorized  to  mature  and  carry  out  plans  for 
raising  the  above-named  sums,  to  receive  propositions  for  the  site,  and  to  de- 
termine the  future  location  of  the  Institution,  and  to  do  such  other  acts  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  these  objects. 

Resolved  (the  other  Conferences  concurring).  That  Bishop  Baker  be  the 
Chairman  of  this  Committee,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  call  its  first  meeting 
as  early  in  the  month  of  May  ensuing  as  may  be  practicable. 
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NEW  HAMPSHIRE  CONFERENCE  SEMINARY. 

The  Committee  on  the  New  Hampshire  Conference  Seminary  and  Female 
College  present  the  following  resolutions  as  their  report :  — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  New  Hampshire  Conference  Seminary  and  Female 
College  stands  prominent  among  the  trusts  which  God  has  put  into  our  hands, 
and  that  affection,  interest  and  obligation  combine  to  impel  us  to  do  all  in  our 
power  for  its  promotion  and  prosperity. 

2.  Resolved,  That  amid  the  misfortune  and  calamity  that  has  come  upon 
us  in  the  destruction  of  our  Seminary  by  fire,  we  still  find  cause  for  encour- 
agement and  gratitude  to  God  in  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  energy  and  fidel- 
ity of  our  able  Principal,  Rev.  Professor  Lummis,  and  his  accomplished 
assistants,  our  school  has  still  been  remarkably  prosperous  and  successful. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  are  impressed  with  the  conviction  that,  in  the  ad- 
justment of  all  questions  and  the  consummation  of  arrangements  growing  out 
of  the  destruction  of  the  old  buildings  and  the  erection  of  new  ones,  involving 
necessary  changes,  the  vitmost  harmony  of  .feehng  and  cooperation  should  pre- 
vail among  the  friends  of  the  institution. 

4.  Resolved,  That  our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  our  soHciting  agent. 
Rev.  S.  Holman,  for  his  faithful,  efficient  and  successful  efforts  in  raising  funds 
during  the  past  year,  and  that  we  still  commend  him  to  the  confidence,  as  we 
do  his  noble  mission  to  the  favor,  of  the  church  and  the  fi^iends  of  education 
generally. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  recognize  the  liberality  of  many  of  the 
patrons  of  Christian  education,  who  have  nobly  come  forward  to  aid  our  cause 
in  the  time  of  its  need ;  that  our  obligations  are  especially  due  to  the  Messrs. 
S.  D.  and  H.  W.  Smith,  of  Boston,  for  the  gift  of  one  of  their  valuable  and 
beautiful  School  Harmoniums  for  the  use  of  our  Seminary. 

0.  Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  literary  institutions  of  other  denomi- 
nations have  shared  to  some  extent  in  the  benefactions  of  the  State,  we  cause 
petitions  to  be  circulated  throughout  the  Conference,  praying  the  next  legis- 
lature of  New  Hampshire  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  dollars  to  aid  us 

in  repairing  the  loss  we  have  sustained  in  the  destruction  of  our  institution  by 
fire. 


STATE  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

The  state  of  our  beloved  country  is  such  as  to  give  pain  to  every  patriotic, 
humane  and  pious  heart.  The  civil  war  brought  upon  us  by  the  slavery  prop- 
agandists still  rages  with  unwavering  purpose  and  gathering  force.  The  pre- 
eminently happy  government  established  by  our  fathers,  to  which  the  provi- 
dence of  God  manifestly  guided  them,  under  which  we  have  attained  our 
unparalleled  greatness  in  breadth  of  domain,  wealth,  population,  intelligence 
and  morality,  to  which  the  laboring  classes  of  all  nations,  the  bone  and  sinew 
of  the  race,  look  as  to  the  standard  of  the  people,  is  furiously  and  madly  as- 
sailed by  the  serpent  it  has  warmed  in  its  own  bosom. 

Our  government,  like  God's  own,  was  made  for  man ;  not  for  aristocracies, 
nor  any  other  classes,  but  eminently  for  man.  And  it  conunends  itself  to  all 
men.  It  is  the  light  of  the  civil  world.  It  encourages  enterprise,  inspires 
effort,  and  rewards  industry  in  all  classes.    The  rebellion  atteuipta  its  do- 
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struction.  Every  feeling  of  the  soul  revolts  at  the  spectacle.  Piety,  patriot- 
ism and  humanity  are  outraged.  To  defend  such  a  government  is  a  work  in 
which  Christians  may  well  engage. 

We,  however,  recognize  in  this  state  of  affairs  the  chastisement  of  God. 
He  afflicts  to  correct,  not  willingly,  but  for  our  good.  David  recognizes  this 
discipline.  So  he  afflicts  nations.  That  nation  which  will  not  proclaim,  de- 
fend and  walk  in  the  truth  he  gives  it, —  be  it  Christian  or  pagan  light, —  God 
will  chastise,  rebuke  and  trouble ;  and  if  it  will  not  repent  and  reform,  he 
will  hurl  it  to  destruction.  God  loved  his  ancient  covenant  people,  but  what 
people  has  been  more  grievously  afflicted  ?  And  long  ago  he  sent  them  away 
as  wanderers  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  having  no  country  to  call  their  own. 

As  a  nation  we  are  guilty.  We  have  not  kept  the  law  of  the  Lord.  The 
principles  of  human  freedom  wliich  compose  the  corner-stone  of  our  state  we 
have  not  defended.  The  pious  zeal  of  infancy  we  have  allowed  to  cool.  The 
most  favored  cannot  safely  be  the  most  faithless  people. 

But,  though  sad,  we  are  hopeful.  We  do  not  despair  of  the  republic. 
"  Whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth."  Whom  he  hates  he  judges.  The 
success  of  the  rebellion,  thus  far,  has  not  been  such  as  to  excite  any  substan- 
tial fears  of  its  final  triumph,  or  to  shake  our  confidence  in  its  reduction.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  elements  of  our  power  are  not  exhausted ;  indeed,  they 
are  scarcely  disturbed.  So  vast  and  varied  are  they,  that  they  are  not  yet 
fairly  arranged  and  combined  into  effective  power.  We  are  not  taxed  to  half 
our  ability,  in  men  or  money.  The  inventive  genius  of  our  mechanics  is  only 
well  stimulated,  not  exhausted.  The  patience  of  the  people  wanes,  but 
waxes  again.  The  patriotism  of  the  people  is  pure  and  steady,  only  wavering 
a  little  here  and  there  through  the  dying  struggles  of  designing  and  desperate 
demagogues. 

We  conclude  with  the  following  resolutions :  — 

1.  That  we  have  full  confidence  in  the  President  of  the  United  States; 
that  we  recognize  in  him  and  his  chosen  cabinet  a  necessary  part  of  the  gov- 
ernment which,  as  Christian  men  and  loyal  citizens,  we  are  bound  to  sustain 
in  all  lawful  and  constitutional  measures  to  defend  and  carry  on  the  govern- 
ment ;  and  that  we  tender  to  him  our  warmest  sympathies  and  most  fervent 
prayers  in  his  arduous  and  perplexing  duties. 

2.  That  we  heartily  approve  the  "  Emancipation  Proclamation,"  so 
called ;  believing  it  to  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  whether  it  wholly  cor- 
rects the  evil  aimed  at  or  not ;  that  it  is  not  only  justifiable,  but  called  for  by 
the  exigencies  of  the  times  ;  that  it  is  a  measure  well  calculated,  sooner  or 
later,  to  relax  the  vital  energies  of  the  rebellion,  and  also  to  enlist  the  sym- 
pathies and  engage  the  services  of  the  race  so  long  oppressed,  in  behalf  of 
the  government  that  offers  them  liberty. 

3.  That  the  valiant  services  in  the  field  command  our  highest  admi- 
ration ;  that  while  we  admire  their  valor,  efficiency,  achievements  and  en- 
durance, we  extend  to  them  our  sympathies  and  prayers  for  their  welfare  and 
comfort  in  camp,  field,  or  hospital,  and  their  speedy  and  triumphant  return  to 
their  homes ;  that  we  "  weep  with  them  that  weep  "  for  the  fallen,  and  com- 
mend them  to  the  "  widow's  God,"  the  "  Father  of  the  fatherless,"  to  "  Him 
that  sticketh  closer  than  a  brother,"  and  who  is  "  better  to  them  than  ten 
gons." 
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4.  That,  believing  in  the  justice  of  our  cause,  the  loyalty  of  the  peo- 
ple, the  ample  resources  of  the  government,  and  in  the  pardoning  mercy  of 
God,  we  confidently  expect  to  see  the  rebellion  subdued,  and  peace  and  pros- 
perity restored  to  the  country. 

5.  That  we  will,  wherever  practicable,  hold  monthly  meetings  of  prayer 
for  our  country. 


MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

While  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  many  of  our  churches  have  within  a 
few  years  past  increased  their  preachers'  salaries,  it  is  with  pain  that  we  learn 
that  some  of  our  preachers  are  still  compelled  to  report  deficiency,  and  are 
subjected  to  the  stern  necessity  of  engaging  in  other  pursuits  to  obtain  the 
necessaries  of  life. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  subject,  your  Committee  recommend  that? 
as  each  society  desire  the  most  efficient  labor  from  their  pastor,  they  should 
see  to  it  that  he  is  entirely  released  from  the  painful  necessity  of  asking, 
What  shall  we  eat  ?  wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed  ? 

All  our  people,  whatever  their  circumstances  may  be,  should  be  made  to 
feel  and  realize  that  pecuniary  support  of  public  worship  is  a  duty  they  should 
perform  according  to  the  ability  God  has  given  them,  and  that  this  duty  should 
be  performed  by  rule,  steadily  and  regularly  as  they  would  provide  the 
necessaries  and  comforts  of  life  for  their  own  families. 

As  early  in  the  Conference  year  as  practicable  let  the  stewards  ascertain  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  raised.  Let  early  and  efficient  measures  be  adopted 
to  raise  this  amount,  either  by  apportionment  or  voluntary  subscriptions,  to 
be  paid  in  monthly  or  quarterly  instalments.  Let  this  duty  be  urged  upon 
the  people  from  the  pulpit,  and  also  enforced  by  the  stewards,  leaders,  and 
members  of  the  church  and  congregation. 


TOBACCO. 

We  very  much  regret  the  necessity  which  compels  us  again  to  pass  our 
condemnation  upon  the  habitual  use  of  tobacco. 

The  members  of  our  congregations,  of  our  Sunday  schools  and  of  our 
churches  use  it,  and  in  more  ways  than  one  are  injured  by  it. 

Humiliating  as  it  may  be,  we  must  confess  that  a  few  of  the  members  of 
this  Conference  still  "  roll  it  as  a  sweet  morsel  under  their  tongues,"  or  muse 
amid  its  fumes. 

We  believe  that  "  there  is  an  irrepressible  conflict "  between  this  habit  and 
the  gospel  which  they  preach,  and  that  it  is  an  infraction  of  the  spirit  of 
their  baptismal  and  ordination  vows.  It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  agitate^  the 
subject  until  a  purer  sentiment  shall  prevail,  and  the  improper  use  of  tobacco 
ceases. 

The  use  of  this  subtle  poison,  in  the  sense  contemplated  by  this  report,  we 
do  not  hesitate  to  say  is  sinful.    It  is  a  sin  against  the  physical  system,  the 
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mental  constitution  and  human  society.  It  is  a  sin  against  the  soul,  and  against 
Almighty  God,  to  whom  we  are  responsible  for  the  development,  preservation 
and  consistent  use  of  all  our  powers. 

The  use  of  tobacco  in  this  Christian  nation  turns  into  the  channels  of  sen- 
sual gratification  more  money  than  is  contributed  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel 
in  heathen  lands ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  nine-tenths  of  those  who  use  it  con- 
fess that  it  is  decidedly  injurious. 

With  these  views  and  facts  before  us,  your  Committee  would  most  earnestly 
and  affectionately  urge  their  brethren  in  the  ministry  who  indulge  in  the  vile 
and  dis2:ustin<r  habit,  to  abandon  it  at  once,  and  to  use  their  influence  in  the 
communities  where  they  live,  to  educate  the  consciences  of  the  people  in  this 
matter,  so  that  the  guilty  may  reform  and  the  innocent  beware. 

Finally,  we  repeat  what  we  have  resolved  for  two  years  past,  "  that  it  is  in- 
expedient for  this  Conference  to  admit  to  membership  therein  any  person 
who  is  addicted  to  the  habitual  use  of  tobacco." 


SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  have  reason  for  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
success  that  has  attended  the  prosecution  of  the  Sabbath-school  enterprise 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference,  during  the  past  year,  as  is  manifest  from 
the  increase  in  nearly  all  the  items  of  the  report. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  manifest  utility  that  has  been  realized  in 
Sabbath-school  Conventions,  we  therefore  recommend  that  such  conventions 
be  held  at  various  places  in  the  several  districts,  so  far  as  practicable,  the 
coming  year. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Sunday-school  books  and  pe- 
riodicals, published  by  our  Book  Concern,  in  respect  to  variety,  quality  and 
cheapness,  cannot  be  exceeded,  if  equalled,  by  any  similar  institution,  we 
recommend  all  schools  making  additions  to  their  libraries  to  make  applica- 
tion to  our  excellent  agent  at  Boston,  J.  P.  Magee. 


Whereas,  There  is  a  disposition  manifested  in  certain  localities  in  our  Con- 
ference to  use  the  Lord's  Day  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  frequently  with 
extended  services,  and  sometimes  with  public  parade,  greatly  to  the  detri- 
ment of  our  regular  religious  services,  and  especially  to  the  harm  of  our 
Sabbath  schools,  oftentimes  preventing  their  gathering  for  several  consecutive 
Sabbaths,  —  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  while  we,  as  ministers  of  Christ,  would  seek  ever  to  show 
due  sympathy  with  the  afflicted,  and  respond  to  all  reasonable  calls  for  our 
services  in  connection  with  the  burial  of  their  dead,  we  will,  for  the  reasons 
above  stated,  use  our  influence  among  our  people  to  discourage  the  appoint- 
ment of  funeral  services  on  the  Sabbath,  except  in  cases  that  are  clearly  jus- 
tifiable. 
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MEMOIR. 

Rev.  Elijah  Mason  was  a  native  of  Cavendish,  Vt.,  and  at  an  early  age 
■was  converted  to  God.  He  joined  Conference  in  1829,  and  died  in  Rockport, 
Mass.,  March,  1863,  aged  56.  The  health  of  Bro.  M.  was  never  good,  and 
several  years  of  his  ministry  were  passed  as  a  superannuated  preacher. 
During  these  years,  however,  he  was  interested  and  active,  to  the  full  extent 
of  his  ability,  in  the  ministerial  work.  He  filled  some  of  our  most  important 
stations,  and  on  all  his  fields  of  labor  was  acceptable  and  useful. 

Bro.  M.  was  emphatically  a  good  man,  and  a  good  preacher.  Always  kind, 
affectionate  and  prudent,  he  may  be  taken  as  the  model  of  a  true  Christian 
gentleman  and  minister.  He  never  sought  exemption  from  labor  or  sacrifice. 
He  was  free  from  vain  ambition  and  all  selfishness. 

"  For  other  aims  his  heart  had  learned  to  prize, 
More  bent  to  raise  the  wretched  than  to  rise." 

Many  good  men  have  gone  to  heaven  from  our  ranks,  but  a  purer,  lovelier 
spirit  has  never  left  us  for  that  brighter  world.
